A  few  weeks  since  we  presented  various  cal¬ 
culations  upon  the  impoverishing  nature  of  the 
slave  system, on  account  of  its  difficieiicy  of  la¬ 
bor.  It  is  not,  and  cannot  be  a  self-sustniniii; 
system,  and  a  community  resting  upon  it  must 
(lerish,  were  it  not  supported  by  the  labor  of 
others.  General  estimates,  of  course,  are  all 
that  can  be  ubtained  on  such  a  subject,  and

1st  Inquiry.  Do  we  adhere  to  the  princi¬ 
ples  unanimously  adopted  by  the  General  Con¬ 
ference,  June,  1840,  that  “slaveholding 
flagrant  violation  of  the  law  which  the  God  ofj 
■e  has  universally  impressed  on  human 
hearts,  and  that  the  whole  spirit,  influence  and 
ilhority  of  the  Bible,  are  decidedly  against 


This  interrogatory,  after  consideration,  was 
unanimously  afiirmed. 

2d  Inquiry.  Have  the  churches  and  rainis- 
rs  ofour  denoiniiiaiion,  done  ail  which  they 
oKglit,  to  remove  this  sin  from  their  bretnren 
s  South,  and  to  free  themselves  from  all 
participation  with  them  io  their  evil  deeds?

Castle  Garden  also, 
was  filled  with  spectalors,and  numbers  put  off 
from  the  shote  in  boat.*,  to  observe  the  result 
of  (he  experiment.  The  vessel  to  he  blown 
up  lay  moored  in  the  stream,  aliout  a  bimdred 
yards  from  Castle  Garden.  She  was  a  brig 
of  about  SOO  Ions.  Her  masts  were  alaiiding 
as  high  as  Ibe  topmast;  but,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  nf  a  few  ropes  to  serve  ns  stag*,  all  her 
rigging  was  taken  off.  Colt,  the  oper.itor, 
stood  upon  Governor’s  Island,  from  which 
wires  extended  to  the  powder  beneath  the 

sel,  a  distance  of  half  a  mile.  The  signal  i _ 

ceried  was  ihe  firing  of  three  guns;  and  the 
last  ns  a  signal .  The  third  gun  was  no  sooner 
fired,  than  in.siaotaneoiisly  almost,  the  elcc- 
tricy  was  cornmimicatrd  through  the  wires  tt 
the  suhinarine  magazine,  which  exploded, 
throwing  up  the  vessel  in  fragments,  i 
'hfficul^  here  and  there  amid  an  immense 
mass  of  water  and  smoke.  The  water  was 
thrown  in  a  column  lo  the  height  of  nearly 
lOO  feet  When  the  ngiiatinn  subsided,  noth¬ 
ing  was  seen  of  a  vessel,  save  m  the  form  ol‘| 
pieces  of  boards,  heavy  masses  of  timber,  ami 
-  portion  of  her  hull. 

The  result  ofthe  trial  was  highly  .•ntisfacto- 
',  nml  a  loud  tlioul  from  the  miiltitailo  on 
lore  testified  their  approbation.  There  is  no 
doulit  that  this  apparatus  can  be  used  with  ef- 
teci  upon  a  hostile  vessel  hlockadingn  harbor. 
The  furcc  of  tho  explosion  was  prodigius — n» 
ns  shown  hy  the  sudden  raising  of  such 
ass  of  water  lo  such  a  height,  and  hy  the 
tnl  (lispersion  of iheiimliers  ofthe  vessel, 
a  wimliiig  up  of  the  whole,  iiuiniTous  lioats 
with  lioys,. who  seemed  of  the  apmion  that  all 
ihoory'shoulil  bo  made  suliservient  to  practice, 
were  engaged  in  securing  loose  timbers  nml 
lowing  them  off,  with  a  view  to  make  a  prac¬ 
tical  use  ol  them.
